The nev motor ship Malcedonl Ja, d.cni under construction in a Botterdam ship- 
yard, »a® started In Hamburg lader the name Viktorlja, 

According to the original plan, the ship was to hare been built to the 
following ppeclf loatloDQ j length l4lv,86 meters, beam 18 . 6 O meters, draught 
7 *30 aetere, capacity 9,000 tons, powei , a 3f S^O-horeepciwer !4AH (Mannehelm- 
Augsburg-Inmbarg A. G, ) Diesel engine, speed 13 knots per hour. 

Although the ironwork had been finished by the. beglnnl.ng of the war, only 
percent of the engine Installation had been completed. The ship was sererely 
damaged by boobing and a new engine had to be purchased. A contract has been 
signed with a Dutch firm for ccnstructlca of a now 5, 000 -horsepower Suitor 
engine which is to be finished at the same time as the final work the ship. 
The moire powerful engine will mean greater speed than the origlDal plan 
specified. 

The Nakedoni^ Is of the open she Iter -deck type, with e raised foreoastle 
and poop. It has fire holds for cargo and will hare 12 electric cranes and 13 
derricks of ^ to ^ tone each for loading aivl unloading. Beside the foremast 
there will be a derrick which can lift up to 80 tone of cargo. This derrick 
will not operate in connection with the electric cranes near the mast ^ but 
with the aid of the winch used for weighing the anchor. This is not oh 'the 
foreonstle, as le generally the case, but under it„ 

Most cabins for the crew will be amidships and seme astern. 1^1 q.uarters 
for the crew correspond fully to regulatlcns. The Jfakeicxalja will also hare 
cabins for 12 passengers. 

The motor ship Srblja, fomerly tlie Drrar, will be delirered this smnnerj 
and the Makedonlja will be completed around the beginning of l^pQ. Both will 
be assigned to the Tugoslar Narlgatlon Line* The two ships aia new and almost 
alike in construction, type, capacity, power, and speed . Both will be rsry 
suitable for use on long royagea.

B1 jeka PlTors and dtiker ekiLlea work^re of the "Brodospae" (Ship 
SalTi^a) Enterprlee hare raised the Loki, . a large ocean-going motor ship» It 
was sTinlc by Anglo-American aircraft in 19^5 as It was returning to Rijeka 
harbor, under the Geiman flag, from its first test royag© around Kvarxier Btiy. 


The Loki vlll be assigned to the Yugoelar Narigatlon Line. Its capacity 
le if, 573 gross register tons, length 108 meters, and breadth 15 meters „ It vee 
built by mpdem shipbuilding principles and le capable of gpreat speed . 


The T^ki was under water for 3 years/ Salrage operations began In April 
19^8. The ship proved to be in bad condition, and Its salvage posed sereral 
new' problems o l^e ship was lying on its side vlth Its bow under the wharfs 
It had to be dTa^ed l6 meters out from shore, holes and openings had to be 
olosbd up> and all iron parts above th^ deck w'hlch might interfere with rais- 
lag the ehip had to be renkr»'ed . The work took more than 7 months . 


The aid p first appeared at the surface In the middle of January 19h'9„ • 
Sixteen large cylinders filled vlth compressed air were used to raise It. At

This year's work on the Danube -Tisa -Danube Canal le concentrated in two 
areas, south of Bezdan, and around PotporanJ In the vicinity of Vrsac, Ccm- 
platlon of the canal will mean the creation of a net of navigable cemals, 
regulation of the level of underground water, elimination of flcods, more 
land available for cultivation, irrigation, the shortening of the water route 
froa Bezdan to Backa Paionka oy 90 kllomoters, and the erection of serera]. 
power plants o Marshy land that cannot be drained will be transformed Into 
rice fields. 


Water from Gazajna Creek is already fic-vlng along a pecticu of the bed of 
the new canal 5 klldBeters long. So far this section is only 6 meters wide, 
although the canal will be ]00 meters vide In places. The greatest depth, 20 
meters, will be at Petporanjo The earthwork on the canal will be 20 times 
more extensive then on the Poitherhood and Unity Highway. 


Three oxcevators are now at work along the bank of the canal. A large 
excavator made of old ports of a vomout excavator brought from Slovenia is 
working at the deepest part of the canal. This excavator was bulln entirely 
by human power, without the use of ci*anes, although certain parts weighed 2 
or 3 tone. 


About 15 facilities for regulating the course of the canal Anf^ the flow 
of water into It tire under construction or planned. At Bezdan, exploration 
of the site Is still In progress. About the*mlddle of May a bulldozer was 
put into service near Back! Monos tor, and the first excavator enrivod. 
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
